We  have  come  to  that  time  of  year  when  thousands  of  young  men  and  women  like  us  leave 
high  school  to  begin  life  in  the  working  world.  Our  FORMAL  education  has  provided  us  with 
a  map  to  help  us  make  our  way  through  life.  Our  teachers  have  acted  as  the  mapmakers, 
using  their  own  experience  and  knowledge  to  plot  the  twists  and  turns  we  are  going  to  find 
along  the  way.   Any  attempt  to  disregard  these  warnings  may  bring  us  regret  and  tragedy. 

Most  of  us  will  say  good-bye  to  formal  education  forever  and  go  forth  keyed  up  with  sincere 
and  honest  aspirations.  We  have  been  told  that  anything  we  want  we  can  get,  if  we  want  it 
strongly  enough  and  are  willing  to  work  for  it.  Nothing  is  beyond  the  mental  or  physical 
limitations  of  the  individual  who  has  set  his  mind  and  heart  upon  the  attainment  of  a  goal.
